HONEYWELL LAST TO 
SEE ROTH’S BALLOON 


St. Louisan Describes Flight in 
Storm That Brought Down 
Navy Flyers. 


Capt. H. E. Honeywell, veteran 
balloonist, who piloted the “St 
Louis” in the national race, in which 
the navy balloon of Lieuts. Roth and 
Null and 11 other balloons started 
from Indianapolis Wednesday, the 
Fourth of July, told today of his last 
view of the navy balloon. It is pos- 
sible Capt. Honeywell and his aid 
were the last men to see the navy 
flyers alive. 

Capt. Honeywell, who lives on 
Price road, north of Clayton road, St. 
Louis’ County, returned home late 
Saturday. It appears that he was 
second in the race, which was based 
on distance covered, and, therefore, 
with the first and third pilots, has 
qualified for entry in the internation- 
al race to start from Brugsels, Bel- 
gium, Sept. 23. However, he ex- 
pressed the belief that St. Louis 
ought to finance the trip, which. 
would be an advertisement for the 
city. . ' 

“The navy balloon was following 
us, about. 10 miles behind,” Capt. 
Honeywell said, “when we passed 
over Sandusky, O., and started across 
Lake Erie about 10 a. m. Thursday. 
We headed towards Port Stanley, 
Ont., which was 125 or 150 miles 
away, running at about 7000 feet. 
The last we saw of the naval of- 
ficers was about 10:30 a. m. 
Last Saw Roth’s Balloon Over Lake.

-Cox was nominated at San 
Francisco through the aid of the 
Democratic State organization in 
New York, New Jersey, Iilinois, In- 
diana and Ohio.

This is the Ritz grill, which shares 
with the Plaza and the Ambassador, 
Pierre's, the Marguery and a few 
other exclusive places the distinc- 
tion of being society's favorite 
noon-hour rendezvous. 

The women outnumbered the men 
five to one. They are grouped by 
twos and threes, and occasionally 
in companies of six or a dozen, at 
tables so closely placed that a 
bird's-eye view from the steps gives 
an impression of a solid forest of 
faces and plumage.

Glancing around, perhaps the 
first thing to strike an impartial ob- 
server is the elaborate dress of all 
these women. The hour is the 
middie of the day, mind you. In 
Kankakee and the Bronx house- 
wives, armed with brooms and dust- 
pans, are wearing simple house- 
frocks and towel turbans. If this 
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| were five or ten years ago our 


luncheoneers at least might be se- 
verely and tastefully tailored. But 
the year is 1923 and the mode ap- 
parently calls for the heaviest, hot- 
test and most bizarre effects possi- 
ble to achieve. 

Almost without exception, these 
women are overdressed if judged 
by true aesthetic standards. Oh, 
they are stylish, they are smart, if 
to be stylish and smart is to be 
dressed in the mode. But, to me, 
they are over-tufted, over-furred, 
over-rouged, over-lipsticked. Not 
one of them but does not use every 
kind of cosmetics, and in the most 
apparent manner. Once women, im 
applying rouge, endeavored to sim- 
ulate the rose’s blush. Now the 
idea seems to be to copy the circus 
clown. The ‘“correct’’ complexion 
no longer takes Nature into ac- 
count; red lips should be frankly 
plaim. At least, that is the pre- 
vailing idea as I write. I take no 
chances on what it will be next 
week. 

What, do you ask, is the topic 
of conversation in this made-up, 
dolled-up, jeweled and perfumed 
mob? Books? Music? The 
play? Their children? Current 
events? Politics? Welfare move- 
ments? Sports? Remember, they 
are the wives and daughters of the 
wealthiest and most cultured set, 
presumably, in America. Their 
advantages have been unlimited, 
their opportunities bounded only 
by thelr own desires. They repre- 
sent the cream of our civilization, 
do they not? Surely, if anywhere, 
wit and wisdom should scintillate 
here! 

Let me set down, verbatim, the 
dialogue of any pair of them as it 
may be heard at the Ritz or any 
other popular luncheon place. The 
acene is the Ritz lounge, where Mrs.

Dangers of Mastoid Disease

any of the acute infectious of 
contagious diseases it is not un- 
common to have mastoiditis. This is

Back of the ear is a prominonce 
called the mastoid bone. Inside this 
bone are a lot of spaces like the eclls 
in honeycomb. The largest space is 
the ‘‘mastoid antrum,’’ which ofens 
into the middle-ear. 


FTER influenza or aftcr almort 


/ The mastoid cells are of small cou- 
sequence in health, but when dispased 
you will find that these little cells are 
so located and so neighbored that their 
involvement is serious, even fatal. 

I hage told you that the mastoid 
communicates with the middie-ear. In 
its turn, the middle-ear communicates 
with the nose throdyh the eustachian 
tube. This relationship leaves the 
ear susceptible to attack. You ‘‘eatch 
cold.’’ For a few days the nose 
‘‘runs.’’ 
There are occasional twinges of pain 
in one ear. Then the ear begins to 
ache and, with intermittent periods 
of slight relief, trouble steadily in- 
creases. 

A ‘‘gathering’’ forms in the mi:lille- 
ear and in a day or two the drum mar 
break, permitting the discharge qf a 
few drops, or of a . considerable 
amount of* fluid. Usually the pain 
ends now, and after a few davs te 
discharge stops, the perforation heals 
and recovery proceeds satisfactoril-¢. 

In other cases, however, the dis- 
charge stops and the pair return3, but

now it is not alone in the ear, but it 
is felt back of the ear as well. The 
pain grows worse and the skin over 
the prominence buck of the car gets 
red. Gradually the tissues here begia 
to swell. The swelling increases till 
the ear is pushed forward. It may be 
difficult to turn the head. 

There are fever, restlessness, anx- 
iety and even delirium. The vatient 
gives every evidence of severe iil 
ness. 

Between the mastoid antrum anil the 
cavity of the skull is a layer of bone 
no thicker than a half dozen sheets of 
paper. On the other side of thi¢ thin 
partition lies the brain. It re@ily is 
easier for pus in the mastoid cells of 
a grown person to burrow througao the 
bone into the brain than to escape 
outwardly into the soft tissue nehind 
the ear. Therefore, to protect the 
bra® and for the lesser reasons, whea 
the mastoid cells fill with pus an op- 
eration should be performed @o per- 
mit their drainage. ' 

This story of how the mastoid bo: 
comes involved should teach you sev- 
eral important lessons. The first of 
these is that you should lead such a 
hygienic life that eolds are sot in 
your catalogue. 

Then, a common cold should not be 
rogarded lightly. Give yourself such 
considerate treatment that’‘it shall 
disappear speedily,

you need the early advice of your fam. 
ily doctor if the ear becomes j.- 
volved.
